What is a stereo camera? 

(Report on the SeptmHrWyrfrshop) 


Our stereo cameras were the subject 
under discussion when MSCers gathered for 
the first workshop of the upcoming season. 

Ted Lambert dissected a camera in his 
usual competent and thorough manner; de¬ 
scribing and pointing out the various work¬ 
ing parts of the little two-eyed box. The 
members of th6 group added their knowledge 
and experience to the discussion, proving 
once again that no matter how much you know 
you can always learn something new at an 
MSC Workshop session. 

At the September Workshop, it was decided 
to have only one group for the present as 
there do not appear to be enough people at¬ 
tending the sessions to make up groups on a 



regional basis. 

"Film" is the subject to be covered in 
October. Three MSCers, each a staunch advo¬ 
cate of a particular type of film, will give 
a slide-illustrated talk on the character¬ 
istics and merits of the film he prefers. 
The films to be discussed are Kodachrome, 
Ektachrome, and Anscochrome. 

If you were fortunate enough to get some 
fall foliage shots, bring them along for 
viewing and discussion.

that do they say about the original 
Rollie being a stereo camera? Is it just 
a gag, or Just a rumor? Were there no re¬ 
flex cameras before the Heidoscop? Many 
such questions have been asked, and we re¬ 
gret to say that we just have not been able 
to spare the time to dig out the whole 
story. However, an article in Popular 
Photoiraphy, May, 1956, has this to say. 

The small, central-Oeraan city of Braun¬ 
schweig, they tell us, is marked by con¬ 
trasts and paradoxes, by our standards. The 
workers riding their bicycles to and from 
work create a rustic impression,while these 
same workmen are some of the world*s finest 
mechanics. Braunschweig is the home of the 
Rolleiflex and the Rolleicord. (The article 
does not say so, but surely Lisa Obert will 
confirm that this town also makes a superior 
brand of liverwurst.) 

In 1920, it is said that Reinhold 
Heidecke, with his fine mechanical skill, 
joined hands with the businessman, Paul 
Franke. The result—the world-famous stereo¬ 
scopic reflex cameras, the Heidoscope and 
the Rolleidoscope. (Modem usage adds an 
"e n at the end of both words. Our own cam¬ 
eras do not have it.) These cameras were 
made in both the 45 x 107 nm. and the 
6 x 13 cm. formats. There seems to be abso¬ 
lutely no doubt at all but that these 
stereo cameras were the forerunners of the 
present-day, one-eye camera with the two 
lenses, viz., the so-called twin-lens re¬ 
flex (whose lenses are not twins). This 
2-D job seems to date from 1929. 

The hews would appreciate any further 
light that any of its readers can throw on 
the subject. There are a number of MSCers 
who still use the 6x 13 format. The smaller 
size is in little demand, if any, because 
of its proximity to the modem 35 mm. size, 
and the difficulty of obtaining suitable 
film. The larger size will accept 120 roll 
film, and Eastman will still supply cut 
film to order, in either B & W or in Ekta- 
chrome. 

With its 75 mm. lens, this is an admir¬ 
able camera for portraits. It can be masked 
down to our 23 x 24 format, and easily 
mounted in Realist masks—or better still, 
in the RADA 24 x 30*8—the Verascope F-40 
size. 


Some of the real smarties among us have 
even picked up the kits used to convert 120 
cameras to accept the 828 rolls. This is 
real economy—and will fool the experts 
when projected in standard (4" x 1-5/8°) 
mounts. Remember—the lenses are F 75 *■. 
That is more than twice the length of your 
Realist lenses. Sure, they are only f/4.5— 
but they are Zeiss Tessars, and you will be 
shooting below f/6.3 most of the time any¬ 
way. 

These old reliables are still to be had 
around town. Naturally, prices vary consid¬ 
erably. When SAWYER *S were picking them up 
to use in shooting their View-Master reels, 
the market was up to $250 for one in good 
repair. But they also have dropped down as 
low as $65. Of course, it must be borne in 
mind that these cameras may well be 35 or 
more years old. Some are still in fine con¬ 
dition-others are not. (A most brilliant 
observation, you must agree.) 

If you were weaned on a Stereo Realist— 
and want the thrill of your life—get hold 
of a HEIDOSCOP or a ROLLEIDOSCOP, 6 x 13, 
and start cooking with gas. 

We might add that each of the stereo 
pair will measure 2£"x2£", the same as two 
Rollie prints or transparencies. Mounting 
is no problem at all. Eastman supplies 
6 x 13 cover glass which may be bound with 
tape in the usual manner. Hand viewers 
(call them "stereoscopes" if you prefer) 
are readily available from the better stereo 
dealers. Haber & Fink always have a good 
stock on hand, and are glad to import spe¬ 
cial ones upon request.
